The terms although unofficial are 
believe«! to represent the concessions 
which Germany must make to obtain 
peace. 
They are as follows: 
The evacuation and restoration of 
all occupied territory, with full in­ 
demnity for the devastation which 
German occupancy of these terri­ 
tories has entailed. 
Restoration of all Alsace-Lorraine 
to France. 
Cession 
of

Constantinople 
straits to Russia. 
Indemnity, ship for ship, and ton 
for ton, for all destroyed shipping. 
Adequate punishment for those re­ 
sponsible 
for atrocities 
committed 
by German forces.

CLERKS GET LESS 
THAI SHEARS AGO 


Uncle Sam Pays Smaller Salary to 
Employes Despite High Cost 
of Living. 


ALL GET $100 A YEAR LESS 


( By United Press.) 
Washington, Dec. 13.— The 
Uni- 
fed States government now pnvs its 
employes $100 les> a year than it 
did 02 yeans ago, Ethclbert Stewart, 
chief clerk of the Bureau of Labor 
statistics of the department of L a­ 
bor, an authority upon the subject, 
declared today. 


This dec rense comes at a time when 
the cost of living has 
soared 
two­ 
fold and three-fold from the levels 
of 1854. 


The salary scale 
of 
government 
clerks was fixed by 
act 
of 
1853. 
Prior to this there had been no regu­ 
lar graduation in pay for employes. 
A certain, number would get, for in­ 
stance, $819 per 
annum, 
another 
f837, others 
809.50 and so on. The 
work of including so many scattering 
items in the appropriations bill vex­ 
ed the committee who decided in that 
year to put all of these in a lump ap ­ 
propriation at $840. 
This is an ex­ 
ample of 4he plan that was followed 
in the fixing of the rates of govern­ 
mental pay to its employes . 


These classes have not 
changed 
since that day save by the creation 
of lower grades of pay. There were 
no $720, $050, or $540 per 
annum

The Chicago judge is 
pointing out to-Members of Parlia- 
ment that it will not be good for the 
future of the British race nor will it 
be human to jam Britain's already 
numerous children's institutions with 
tots whose fathers have fallen in the 
war. He is urging them to pension 
mothers like America is doing and 
allow the children to grow up under 
real maternal care.

the 


mothers will cease to reap their war 
allowances and will have to fall back 
on the small government pension al- 
lowed to' war widows. 
The natural 


result will be an over crowding of 
British; orphan asylums.
